DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-10 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 

record alone, or in combination, fails to teach or render obvious, "wherein the rotation 
speed control unit comprises a speed selector for selecting one of at least two speed 
settings for the read mode in dependence on an actual rotation speed of the record 
earner during the write mode when switching from write mode to read mode, the 
difference in rotation speed between said actual rotation speed and the speed in the 
read mode being limited by said selection", in combination with the other limitations set 
forth in claim 1 . 

The closet prior art of record, U.S. Patent No. 6,026,028 to Obata in view of U.S. Patent 

No. 5,978,338 to Nakamura, fails to show, "wherein the rotation speed control unit 
comprises a speed selector for selecting one of at least two speed settings for the read 
mode in dependence on an actual rotation speed of the record carrier during the write 
mode when switching from write mode to read mode, the difference in rotation speed 
between said actual rotation speed and the speed in the read mode being limited by 
said selection". Obata teaches switching from CLV control to CAV control based on the 
location of the optical head on the optical disc during reading or writing. Nakamura 
teaches rotating the optical disc by either constant linear velocity (CLV) or constant 
angular velocity (CAV) methods without the intervention of a phase-locked loop circuit. 
Obata and Nakamura differ from Van Beckhoven because they do not teach choosing 
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between two different reading rotation speeds based on the writing speed while 
switching from writing mode to reading mode, which Van Beckhoven discloses. 
Claim 10 has similar allowable limitations as claim 1 . 
Claims 2-9 are dependent upon allowed base claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
